Created in April of 2020, Bethlehem’s Small Business
Emergency Recovery Fund was created to help small
businesses impacted by the COVID-19 pandemic
retain jobs for low and moderate-income individuals.
Forgivable loans were provided to one hundred and
one (101) prioritizing retail
establishments and restaurants in the central
business district. Eligible companies were either
found in low to moderate-income census tracts or
